Marriage No Handicap 


‘‘T have been happily married for 
some time,’’ he said, shortly after 
he arrived in Hollywood. ‘‘It has 
been no handicap to me.’’ 

His success in keeping his private 
life separated from his professional 
career is evident from the fact that 
not many of his admirers know 
whether or not he is married, but 
he has never avoided answering 
‘“‘Yes’’ when the question has been 
asked.
